assessment and prohibiting any one 
except licensed plumbers to Install 
fixtures in rural communities.

legislature 
defeated 
the 
bills placing labor liens on farm 
crops, requiring labeling of colored 
butter In extra large letters, pro­ 
viding bounties fsr wild animals 
and prohibiting use of poison baits. 
"Although It passed an amend­ 
ment to the motor vehicle aet re­ 
storing 
reasonable 
rights to the 
drivers of livestock on highway, the 
legislature declined to pass one bill 
requiring all automobile* to stop at 
grade crossings and another re­ 
quiring all autos to be equipped 
with life saving devices. 
"Greatest Mistake” 
"The greatest mistake made, from 
a fanner's viewpoint, was refusal 
to pass a group of bills requiring 
proper labeling of crop seed. which 
would have acted as a safeguard 
against Introduction of new noxious 
weeds Into California. 
"An Important act of the legis­ 
lature was to pass a measure giv­ 
ing farmers the same status under 
the workmen’s compensation act as 
other 
employers. 
Farm ers have 
the privilege of withdrawal lf they 
desire, however. 
"A number of bills, all providing 
for the sale of grain In sacks by 
gross weight instead of net, were 
tabled. 
“Agriculture found Itself opposed 
by the labor lobby almost through­ 
out the entire session. 
The chief 
plaint was against bills that would 
permit women to pack and process 
eggs for more than eight hours in 
emergencies to prevent them from 
spoiling.

A WATER SCAVENGER

Here is a member of a little 
known family that does us a very 
friendly turn by keeping our fresh 
w ater lakes, ponds 
and 
streams 
free of refuse that would otherwise 
tu rn to offensive carrion. 
Incidentally, he Is the only mem­ 
ber of th at 
family 
that 
is 
not 
afraid of man, and that does not 
hesitate to defend himself 
vigor­ 
ously lf he is disturbed. 
His de­ 
fense, too, Is one to be wholly re­ 
spected. 
If you are not already acquainted 
w ith this hard-shelled chap, he is 
the snapping turtle. He 
lives 
in 
fresh water, usually In lakes with 
weed beds on the bottom, in the 
jungles of which he can hide. 
Like all turtles, his diet is a mix­ 
ed one. He eats some water plants, 
but he prefers a meat menu, and 
dead fish or other water creatures 
are his delight. Many a fisherman 
has left his catch dangling over the 
Bide of hie boat for an hour or so, 
only to have It devoured by turtles. 
However, 
the 
fisherman 
fre­ 
quently turns the tables by eating 
the turtle himself. His flesh tastes 
somewhat like fish, and is the basis 
of many a prized dish. 
Fond as he is 
of 
dead 
water 
creatures, the turtle does not scorn 
to take his prey alive, and many a 
baby wild duck and other 
water 
bird goes the way of his capacious

Ab for his defense, the snapping 
turtle accomplishes It by biting, and 
bls jaw s are so powerful that he 
Can Bever a stick as large as one’s 
linger.

POWDERS 


There are dozens of powders for 
dozens of purposes. If you w ant a 
really 
well 
stocked 
cabinet 
of 
beauty preparations, buy or make 
these powders— 
Face powder: Buy this, and spend 
as milch as you can 
afford. 
Or 
rather, spend up to $2 a large box, 
not more. 
You can buy face pow­ 
ders up to IS and HO; they are a 
little finer than the cheaper sorts, 
but not enough to make any differ­ 
ence. 
You can buy perfectly good 
face powders for 50c a box, In a 
large variety of shades; lf you must 
economize, give this price. But up 
to $2, you get a little finer quality, 
more delicate shades, 
and 
some­ 
thing which gives a pearly clarity 
to your skin. 
Hair powder! Make this. Keep an 
old sifter top talcum can. and buy 
an ounce of powdered orris root to 
fill it. Sift some through your hair 
and brush It out again—wipe

be left clean and glossy. 
Bath powders: 
I find the very

can make up any strength perfume, 
and the powder costs you very little.

PERSONAL PROPERTY TAX LAW 


Much interest, and even some excitement, was 
aroused in Santa Ana when the legislature had un­ 
der consideration the new pe-sonal property tax law, 
having to do with the regulations which succeed the 
old “7 per cent law.” Because of its general as well 
I as its local interest and importance a digest of the 
new law is herewith published: 
The present controversy over the Personal Prop­ 
erty Tax law growls out of the decision of the United 
State Supreme court that states may not tax National 
bank shares unless other moneyed capital engaged in 
business which centers into competition with business 
done by National banks is taxed equally. 
As a result of this decision the state of California 
faced the loss of $9.000,000 in revenue from the tax 
on National bank shares during the next two years 
unless it amended the old 7 per cent Personal Prop­ 
erty Tax law in such a way as to remove the legal ob­ 
jection of National banks to pay the tax on their 
shares. 
Assembly Bill No. 1265, was hurriedly passed by 
the legislature and signed by Governor Young. 
It 
provides that all moneyed capital notes, debentures, 
shares of capital stock, bonds, solvent credits and 
mortgages or deeds of trust which are taxable under 
California law must be assessed by the county as­ 
sessor at their full cash value, and taxed at $1.45 per 
hundred of assessed value. A $1000 bond selling at 
IOO would, therefore, be taxed $14.50 regardless of 
the coupon rate. That is the law as it stands today. 
The actual administration of the law is highly 
confused. 
In some communities assessors by com­ 
mon consent assess personal property at 25, 50, 75 
per cent, or more. of full cash value. 
The amount 
of the tax would depend entirely upon the assess­ 
ment. 
Prominent legal authorities, among them 
the 
counsel for the assessor of Los Angeles county, claim 
the whole act is unconstitutional, on several counts, 
chiefly because of the failure of the legislature to fol­ 
low the constitutional mandate that provision shall 
be made for the equitable distribution of the tax to 
he several districts. 
A determined fight to have the act declared un­ 
constitutional is being planned by the California Tax­ 
payers’ association, and others. 
Mr. Hopkins, assessor for Los Angeles county, has 
announced that he will make the 1927 assessment un­ 
der the old 7 per cent Personal Property Tax law, 
making no effort to apply the new law until its con­ 
stitutionality has been determined. 
Mr. Wolder, as­ 
sessor for the San Francisco district, has made the 
same announcement. 
Other assessors will be likely 
to take the same stand.

THE GOVERNOR SHOULD VETO 


The Register heartily concurs in the opinion of the 
Sacramento Bee, that the governor ought to veto ti * 
bill granting an extension of the Carquinez Straits 
bridge franchise. 
Under the bill as finally passed by the legislature, 
an increase of ten years is permitted, instead of the 
twenty-five originally proposed. 
But in principle a ten-years extension is no less 
offensive than twenty-five. 
The simple facts in the case are, that this bridge 
.was promoted on a twenty-five years plan, that per­ 
mission was granted for its construction on that basis 
and that basis alone, that the finances were figured on 
the expected revenue during that period. 
No public control exists over the rates to be 
charged. There is no showing that every obligation 
cannot be fulfilled during the original period. 
Governor Young should veto the bill as the Bee 
points out, “in the interests of the motoring public of 
California.” But there is a better reason than that— 
namely, that the extension of the franchise is noth­ 
ing less than a gift of millions to the promoters of 
the bridge—a gift by the legislature of c ther people’s 
money.

“A unt RI,” as Mrs. J. C. Jordan, lived In San J a ­ 
cinto for years, and was very 
m uch 
“flesh 
and 
blood,” as the m emory of the w riter's boyhood days 
bears w itness. 
Ramona waa the nam e given to the 
wife of Ju an Diego by the author, and as his widow 
she lived in the Indian villages of Soboba and 
Cehuilla, her death occurring w ithin the past few 
years. 
She also w as known to dozens of people of 
the San Jacinto valley. 
H elen H u n t Jackson gathered m aterial for th at 
portion of her novel dealing w ith the tragic death 
of her hero, a t San Jacinto and in the Soboba In ­ 
dian village. 
Much of this m aterial w as furnished, 
and all of it w as censored by the w riter’s m other, 
who, a t Soboba, established the

Zoning has been given a firm er legal standing 
since th e recent clear-cut opinion from the U nited 
S tates Suprem e Court in a test case taken up from 
New O rleans. 
The highest 
tribunal 
upheld 
the 
principal of zoning. 
Inferior and suprem e courts of 
several states have taken the sam e stand. 
In pioneer days, when conditions w ere m ore prim ­ 
itive—w hen fam ilies lived widely separated, or in 
sm aller tow ns. there wrere not the problem s which 
confront urban and qu asl-u rb ar com m unities today. 
B ut w ith the evolution of this N ation, w ith great 
centers of population developing, and w ith delightful 
suburban localities clustering around them , zoning 
becomes necessary for the public good. 
W here business and industries are required, it is 
m eet th a t these should be placed properly and so 
grouped as not to encroach upon and become a nui­ 
sance to resdientlal districts. 
It is fitting, too, 
th a t poultry yards, dairies, and other industries and 
Institutions be so regulated a s not to become annoy­ 
ing to hom e districts.

It used to be thought th at tetanus or lockjaw 
w as caused by scratching the skin w ith a rusty 
nail. 
N ow aday* it is known th at th is is one in a small 
group of infections which comes to m an and m any 
anim als, and th a t it is conveyed to one or the other 
through the passage of a germ th a t causes this 
disease. 
Some cases occur in w hich a wound is not 
visible, so th a t possibly the organism enters through 
a sm all w ound In the m em branes of the nose or of 
the lungs. 
The germ of tetanus lives best in th e absence of 
oxygen, and is commonly found in association with 
highly fertilised soil or street dirt. 
W hen it enters 
the body, It sets up Inflam m ations of the nerve 
tissue, and having a special predilection for some 
nerves, it is likely to bring about 
the 
condition 
know n a s lockjaw. 
The p atien t is not in 
danger 
of 
contam inating 
others, except through direct contact w ith a wound 
th a t m ay be contam inated by particles of cloth 
ing, or by stre et dust, or by m anure. 
The wound 
m ust be thoroughly cleaned by rem oval of all m a­ 
terial th a t m ay contain the spores of tetanus, of 
tissue already dead or likely to die. 
T his should 
be rem oved by th e surgeon's knife. 
A dose of tetanus antitoxin may be given by a 
physician without harm to the patient and with a 
reasonable certainty that it will prevent the develop 
m ent of the disease. Instances in which a dose of 
antitoxin, repeated if ncessary, has failed to pre 
vent the development of tetanus are extremely rare. 
G unshot wounds or those produced by blank 
cartridges should always be regarded as especially 
suspicious in relation to the causing 
of 
tetanus. 
O rdinary experience shows that m ost wounds will 
heal without the development of this disease, but 
the physician Is not warranted in taking chances 
in the care of wounds, since prevention Is always 
better than attempts at cure, particularly in a 
disorder as serious as tetanus. 


Tennessee Does Well 


The state of Tennessee has acted very wisely in voting to issue 
bonds for $1300.000 to make a huge park out the Great Smoky 
Mountain range country. Since this follows North Carolina's action 
in voting $2,000,000 for the same purpose it now becomes prob­ 
able that this lend will be preserved in its wild beauty for Ameri­ 
cans of all time. 
There is some work yet to be done. 
The park association 
must get several million dollars in private/gifts before the park can 
become a reality, It is said, however, that this money is “practically 
assured” already. 
People familiar with the Great Smoky Mountqjn region say 
unhesitatingly that it is one of the most magnificent bits of country 
in the United States. Although it is within a night’s ride of many 
large cities, it remains very much the same as it was before Colum­ 
bus reach America. It has escaped the settler, the lumberman, the 
homesteader. 
Its forests are thick and quiet; its rivers clear and 
lonely. On its mountain peaks their is solitude; in its valleys there 
is the peace of the unspoiled wilderness. 
The people of Tennessee and North Carolina have done well. 
They have been able to see what we Americans so often fail to see; 
that there are things more important than timber lands or water pow­ 
er sites, and that the intangible values of natural beauty can far 
outweigh purely material considerations. 
Because they have seen these things clearly, the Great Smoky 
Mountains will be a place of refreshment and recreation farever. 
No matter how closely the cities and towns of the east are grouped, 
there will always remain, within easy distance, this splendid stretch 
of untamed country, in which tired city people may get away from 
office and factory and store and, in the hackneyed but expressive 
phrase “get back to nature.”

have 
been constructed throughout the 
country at that cost. One-half of 
the sum would have made th* Miss­ 
issippi secure against any possibility 
of deluge in its lowlands. 
Costly as this experience is prov­ 
ing to be, good will come of It. 
After such a calamity, nation-wide 
in its effect, there will be no op­ 
position in Congress to any well 
balanced plan that will hold the 
river in check, and at the same time 
improve its navigable qualities. So 
much for the future 
The present 
is the important consideration to­ 
day. 
The American people must come 
to a more complete realization of 
th* extent of the injury that has 
been caused 
by 
this 
visitation. 
While millions have been subscrib­ 
ed in answer to the appeal from 
the Red Cross, the relief fund by 
no means is sufficient to the needs. 
Conceive a mental picture of the 


distress that would come to any 
community or district that sudden­ 
ly found itself under water, with 
homes destroyed, crops ruined, and 
all material possessions’wiped out; 
and this wholesale destruction sup­ 
plemented by the difficulties of 
transportation and communication, 
with the prospect of starvation, 
disease and death Itself of scores 
of thousands of people. 
Let the 
happy and contented people of Cali­ 
fornia 
consider what 
their own 
plight would be lf they were placed 
as more than .250,000 residents of 
the Southern states are placed by 
this overwhelming disaster; 
and 
then let them do as they would 
like to be done by. 
W ith the response measured by 
the Golden Rule, there would be 
no delay in finding means of suc­ 
cor at a time such as this. “Man’s 
inhumanity to man” should be eras­ 
ed from the records of civilisation 
by the generous impulse of a pros­ 
perous nation, anxious to be of 
practicable service to those whose 
lives are threatened, 
whose for­ 
tunes have been dissipated, and 
whose outlook, but for the ald of 
friendly fellow citizens, would bs 
/lark. Indeed.
